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Christopher Hogwood is one of Britain's most internationally active conductors, as well as being a 
highly successful recording artist for Decca on the L'Oiseau-Lyre label/London Records. Founder of the 
Academy of Ancient Music in 1973, he now shares with the orchestra a busy international schedule of 
performances and best selling recordings. He has been Director of Music of the St. Paul Chamber 
Orchestra since September 1988, and this season has taken on the post of Principal Guest Conductor. 
He is also Artistic Director of Boston's Handel and Haydn Society, the oldest performing artistic 
association in the United States which celebrated its 175th anniversary in 1989. Christopher Hogwood 
is in great demand as a guest conductor for a wide range of programs and has been particularly active 
inthe United States where he has worked with many of the major orchestras including thosein Cleveland, 
Chicago, Boston, Washington, New York and Los Angeles. 





Christopher Krueger is well-known as performer on both modern and historical instruments and 
has performed as soloist and ensemble member with virtually every major early music organization in 
the United States. He is the principal flutist with the Boston Early Music Festival Orchestra, Mostly Mozart 
on Original Instruments, the Handel and Haydn Society, the Smithsonian Chamber Orchestra, the 
Classical Band, the New Hampshire Symphony, and Boston Baroque. In addition, he isa member ofthe _ 
Bach Ensemble and the Smithsonian Chamber Players. Mr. Krueger has also performed with the 
Drottningholm Theater Orchestra, Aston Magna, Tafelmusik, Cantata Singers, the Orpheus Chamber 
Orchestra, and the Boston Symphony Orchestra. He has recorded for DG, Sony, L’Oiseau-Lyre, RCA, 
Nonesuch, Pro Arte, and CRI, and is on the faculty of the New England Conservatory of Music, Boston 
University, Wellesley College, and the Oberlin College Baroque Performance Institute. 


Daniel Stepner studied in Chicago with Steven Staryk, in France with Nadia Boulanger, and with 
Broadus Erle at Yale, where he earned a Doctor of Musical Arts degree. He has performed and recorded 
a wide range of solo and chamber music, including the violin/piano sonatas of Charles Ives with pianist 
John Kirkpatrick, and music of the baroque and classical eras on period instruments, which he began 
playing at Yale in the early 1970’s. In 1973, along with Laura Jeppesen and John Gibbons, he formed the 
Boston Museum Trio, which gives an annual series of concerts at the Museum of Fine Arts. In addition, 
Mr. Stepnerisamember of the Lydian String Quartet, in residence at Brandeis University, and is presently 
concertmaster of the Handel and Haydn Society Orchestra under Christopher Hogwood. He is on the 
faculty at Brandeis University, and last season became artistic director of the Aston Magna Festival. 


Kenneth Slowik is music director of the Smithsonian Institution’s chamber music program at the 
National Museum of American History. Conductor of the Smithsonian Chamber Orchestra, he performs 
on baroque cello and viola da gamba with the Smithsonian Chamber Players and also serves as cellist 
with theSmithson String Quartet and the Castle Trio. Aperformer and musicologist, his studies have been 
in his native Chicago, as well as in Salzburg and Vienna, Austria. His solo, ensemble, and conducting 
appearances have taken him throughout the continental United States including Alaska and Hawaii, as 
well as performances at major festivals in France, England, Scotland, Germany, Austria, Italy, and the 
Netherlands. His discography includes more than thirty recordings, many of which have won 
international awards. Mr. Slowikisa member ofthe faculty of the Oberlin Baroque Performance Institute 
and the University of Maryland’s Department of Music.
